Deaths for the Week 
Shows Increase

The death rate for the present week 


!s the highest since the'week of April 
10. There were S deaths from tubercu- 
losis, and this Is the largest week's 
record of deaths from that disease for 
many months. 
The total number of 


deaths for the week was 45, a rate of 
22.01. 
During the week of April 10 


there were. 53 deaths or a rate of 
22.4S. Last week the rate was 12.72, the 
week previous, 15.17 and for the week 
of November 21.52. The deaths for the 
week were as follows:

"Planting some bulbs for Christmas," 


replied the French Maid. "By Christ- 
mas they will be full-fledged plants. A 
great 
many 
people 
might 
prefer to 


grow them themselves but there are 
others who have not the time or the 
growing Instinct, but would be glad lo 
have the dowers for the holidays. 


"People, used to grow bulbs In flower 


pots but now they often use a ftlass or 
glazed china dish filled with pebbles 
and kept thoroughly wet. The charcoal 
must not be forgotten, either. 
Half a 


dozen pieces, about half an 
inch in 


thickness, should be placed in the bot- 


tom of the bowl: then a layer of the 
pebbles, which may be bought at a seed 
store, at least an inch deep. 
- 


"Place the bulbs on these pebbles so 


closely together that they almost touch 
each other, placing pebbles around and 
between tbe bulbs .two-thirds of tbe 
way to their tops. Lastly, pour Intd the 
dish enough water to reach the same, 
height as the pebbles. 


"The bowls, of bulbs should now be- 


set In a dark, cool place, since they will 
develop better flowers in such a tem- 
lieraturc and 
will 
remain longer In 


bloom. 
When the sprouts have grown 


to about two inches they are ready to 
be removed to the light. 
It must be 


remembered that only one kind of bulb 
can be grown at once 
in 
the 
same 


receptacle."
